W PROPOSED BILL

Governor Dan Moody gave his 


endorsement to the bill, adding h.e 
believed the time 
had come to 


"protest the people from exorbi- 
tant rates" for public utilities. 


Hank Abney of Sherman charged 


the public utilities companies and 
not the cities or people of Texas 
were back of the move for a state 
commission to regulate public util- 
ities. 


He said he was opposed to the 


interference of state boards in loc- 
al matters and criticized tho oper- 
ation of the railroad commission in 
handling gas rate controversies.

the political leaders of the coun- 
try.Colonel Guerrero explained that 
the military strength 
of 
Russia. 


comprises a standing army and ter- 
ritorials consisting of permanent 
cadres, 
or 
regimental skeletons, 


with changeable recruitments. Re- 
cruits are called for two months 
during the first year and for three 
months in each of the succeeding 
four years. The standing army is 
made up of 21 army corps, the in- 
fantry. artillery and cavalry serv- 
ing two years, special arms threo 
years and the navy four years. 


Moreover, in addition to the ter- 


ritorials great crowds of workmen 
accompany the troops in special for- 
mations. known as "tho proletarian 
battalions." These auxiliaries vol- 
unteer their services to acquire a 
military training. 
They are with- 


out uniforms but carry rifles and 
are commanded by old officers of 
the 
former 
revolutionary army. 


Their purpose is lo fill the gaps In 
the ranks of the standing army and 
the territorials during an engage- 
ment. They are the real commun- 
ists ready at all times to sacrifice 
themselves for the ideals of soviet- 
ism.
